prices, jumping from 11,000,000 bales 
to 16,000,000 bales a year will cause 
low prices. 
“I som etim es think th a t cotton is a 
d isease instead of a plant, for m any 
m en seem to be u tterly incapable of 
thinking about It rationally and intel­ 
ligently. 
Som ehow it seem s to upset 
the reasoning of men.

And I don't m ean su b scrib ­ 
ing to the Red Cross, alone, because 
th at is m erely giving d riblets of m on­ 
ey and m oney i8 about the ch eap est 
thing in the world today m easu red by 
the sta n d a rd s of real value. 
And I 
don't m ean Brazos county s due pro­ 
portion of fighting m en—th a t is to be 
presum ed, both because you are will­ 
ing and because the d raft law is in­ 
exorable. 
"I m ean th at this is a w ar of in ­ 
dustry, of agriculture and of house­ 
keeping, and the actual fighting in 
the tren c h es is only one of th e fac­ 
tors. 
T h ere are 40,000,000 people on 
the e a rth who have w ithdraw n from 
production and from 
m anufacturing 
and com m erce and have en te red des­ 
perately in the business of d e stru c ­ 
tion. 
H ence we suffer not only de­ 
pletion in the useful a rts but we must 
replace incalculable waste.

T he w ar has put 
an ex tra burden of from 26 to 30 per 
cent increased tonnage upon the rail­ 
roads of the United S ta te s and the 
factories m aking railroad equipm ent 
have not been able to supply the rail 
roads with all their needs of

equipm ent because they are required 
to furnish railw ay equipm ent for the 
tran sp o rtatio n of supplies from the 
ports of F rance to 5,OOO,OOO men iu 
the tren c h es who are holding back the 
deluge of

savagery 
that 
th re a te n s to engulf the world, Military 
needs will not be less, but are likely 
to be g re a te r In UHS th an in 1917.

T ex as and of the south are likely to 
do because the people of those coun­ 
ties are like th e people of 
Brazos 
county, and as you think and act they

And 
this is a good place to say th at the

all o th er farm ers are going to farm as 
the g o vernm ent req u ests and th a t he 
will tak e a d v an tag e of the situation 
and put in a b u m p er crop of cotton— 
th a t m an is c ertain to be m istaken. 
bet auge every o th er fa rm e r is ju st as 
" s m a rt” as he is, and if it ru n s in his 
mind to play any such a trick upon 
his neighbors, his nation, and his own 
son or sons of his neighbors risking 
th eir lives in the tren c h es of France, 
thousands of o th e r fa rm e rs are going

Not all the profiteering is 
done by the big ones. 
T h ere are 
profiteers in Texas. 
T h ere are prof­ 
iteers am ong farm ers. 
I read the o th ­ 
er day, in a repu tab le paper, the s ta te ­ 
m ent that an Ohio farm er who has 
1,000 bushels of seed corn of th e crop 
of 1916 is holding it for $20 per bushel 
because, on account of early frost in 
Ohio, there is scarcely enough of the 
crop of 1917 to m ake good seed for 
1918. 
T hat m an is a profiteer, and in 
m orals if not in law he is as guilty 
as the clothing m an u factu rers in New 
York who cut only ten g arm en ts from 
bolts of cloth furnished by the gov­ 
ernm ent, which should have yielded 
twelve garm ents. 
T h e 
governm ent 
will get the big g ra fte rs and profiteers 
- th ere are not m an y of th em in tbv 
aggregate. 
It 
got 
th e 
New 
\ o i k 
poultry d ealers and it will get the 
clothing m an u fa ctu re r and it will get 
the Hog island profiteers and 
the 
profiteering co n tracto rs 
sooner 
or 
later. 
T he little profiteers and graft 
era m ust be re strain ed by the sta te s 
and com m unities 
by public sen tim en t 
in every neighborhood 
which visit* 
scorn and contum ely upon every m an 
who takes a d v an tag e of his co u n try ’s 
necessities at the cost of the lives of 
his neighbors sons. 
"W h at are the facts about cotton ? I 
never tuak^ predictions about prices. 
but I try to keep fairly well inform ed 
about conditions and it is plainly to 
be seen th at th ere is nothing in the 
present situation or probable future 
developm ents 
to 
afford 
in su ran ce 
ag ain st a decline lu ootton 
prices 
Som e people seem to have the notion, 
and they do not h esitate to say that 
the w ar has caused the present high 
price of cotton 
T h e sam e people said 


one hundred per cen t during the past 
year, and no oth er of these com m odi­ 
ties has increased so m uch; some, in­ 
deed have declined in price, by reason 
of direct or indirect action of the gov­ 
e rn m e n t 
‘W e have on hand of the 1917 crop 
about enough cotton to 
keep 
the 
-^indies going until 
a n o th er 
crop 
com es in, at the ra te they have been 
op erated for the last seven m onths, 
and if the acreage rep o rts th a t will be 
m ade by private in te rests during April 
and May and by th e governm ent in 
Ju n e indicate a 
greatly 
increased 
planting nobody need be surprised at 
a serious price reaction. 
Moreover, 
pow ers of g o vernm ent are being g re a t­ 
ly enlarged in these w ar times. 
W e 
have som e price fixing already and 
th ere is a clam or for more. 
T he cot 
ton farm ers of the south are a m in o r­ 
ity of the A m erican people. 
The ma 
jo rity can compel action in congress 
w henever it chooses. 
Nothing con­ 
ceivable will be a g re ater incentive to 
price fixing th an an attitu d e on the 
p art of southern farm ers which does 
not indicate a disposition to respond 
to the g o v ernm ent's request that the 
south feed itself. 
I would be the last 
m an to suggest or approve any in te r­ 
ference with the price 
which 
the 
world's eag e r d em an d s have fixed and 
which com p en sates the cotton farm er 
for m any years of beggarly prices, but 
I would uot d eserve your respect if 
I did not call your atten tio n to a pos­ 
sibility which while I thin k it is very 
rem ote is none the less real. 
A hint 
to the wise is sufficient. 
" T h ere is an o th e r false notion which 
s a half truth, and th at is the worst 
kind of an un tru th . 
It is th at cotton 
is both raim en t and food and there 
fore th at the south will contribute to 
the food supplies by th e m axim um pro 
ductiou of cotton. 
I wish th at the 
m en who give th at reason as a ju st­ 
ification for an all-cotton policy had 
to depend upon cotton alone for just 
a little while for both raim ent and 
food—a single cold w inter day would 
put them on th eir knees begging for 
woolen overcoats and one day a ra 
Huns of cotton seed flour bread aud 
oleom argarine 
would 
m ake 
them 
w hine for corn o r w heat, 
a 
little 
breakfast bacon, a beefsteak and some 
ow butter. 
"W hile cotton is the so u th ’s most 
dependable crop and should be its 
m ain source of income and is th ere 
fore a great econom ic 
blessing, 
I 
som etim es think a fte r all, perhaps it 
has been a g re ater cu rse th an bless 
ing. 
I can 't forget that cotton caused 
us to m aintain 
the 
institution 
of 
lavery long after o th er civilized peo 
pies had abandoned it because it vi 
olated the God given right of every 
um an being to lead a free life. 
It 
was the th rea t of abolition th a t pre 
capitated secession. 
P erhaps 
some 
o th er exciting cause m ight have pre 
capitated secession som e o th er time, 
but it was p recipitated by this ex 
Ring cause. 
Secession, in turn, p re 
ipitated the w ar to 
preserve 
the 
union, and for four y ears we sacrificed 
our bravest and best and for tw enty 
years th ereafter we endured poverty— 
th at w asn ’t the w orst, we suffered the 
hum iliation of reconstruction with its 
unspeakable horrors, and of r&cUl re 
adju stm en t which required us to do 
m any things which we prefer now to 
forget. 
"M eanw hile, cottou fastened upon 
us a m iserable credit system which 
kept our products Im poverished and 
th a t drove our wom en and children 
from the firesides and the schools to 
labor with the cottou hoe and bend 
heir backs u n d er the cotton sack 
pou top of th at the im providence of 
i system of on** crop farm ing 
has 
aused more th a n one-half 
of 
our 
producers to becom e ten n a u ts and so­ 
jo u rn ers on the land instead of pro­ 
prietors. 
Bo, w hen I count up all th at 
cotton has cost us I alm o st h a te it 
and I will h ate it and curse the day 
we discovered it if now in th is crisis 
of civilization and our ow n Uberties.

The G erm ans have in ­ 
formed Sw eden th a t they intend to 
occupy Finland and later, the p ro s­ 
pect is th a t they will not m ak e the 
occupation 
perm anent. 
By the o c­ 
cupation of th e Aland islands now the 
G erm ans expect to m ake a base 'h e r e 
for supplying the occupation of F in­ 
land. 


reg ard less of consequences, the south 
becom es a food burden upon the na 
Hon and th ereb y causes th e loss of 
the w a r or its prolongation until we 
have m ade sickening sacrifices, 
"W e need a good crop of cotton in 
1918, but 
every 
intelligent 
farm er 
sn o w s th a t a norm al acreage 
well 
cultivated will yield more cottou th an 
a larg er acreage poorly cultivated, 
if 
we are only wise arid patriotic, If we 
will not perm it ourselves to becom e 
d ru n k e n with greed, we are in the 
happiest position of any set of people 
in the United S tates. 
W e can feed 
ourselves and produce a norm al yield 
of cotton which will bring us profit­ 
able prices and thereby, in spite of 
the stra in and cost of w ar the cotton 
belt can continue to enjoy a generous 
deg ree of prosperity. 
Any 
o th er 
ou rse will be inexcusable in self in ­ 
te re s t or in plain duty. 
" T h e d e p artm e n t of agricu ltu re has 
given devoted study to the nation's 
food problem for 1918 an d finds th at 
although production was increased in 
1917 th ere is need for increase in 1918. 
T his is not to be easily accom plished 
The principal limiting factor in a g ri­ 
c u ltu ral production is 
farm 
labor, 
which is th e a rm y d raft, for as a 
m a tte r of fact only 1.48 p er cent of the 
ag ricu ltu ral population of th e United 
S ta te s is in the arm y. 
T he g re atest 
drain upon agricultural labor has been 
the call of the cities, w ith th eir a t ­ 
tractions, th eir diversions and th eir 
high wages. 
If we did not need m ore 
food in o rd er to win the w ar I would 
not be the least disturbed ab o u t th is 
condition because it would w ork out 
its ow n cure sooner or later by m a k ­ 
ing the price of food so high th at 
m en from cities would go to the coun­ 
try for the profit in farm ing. 
But we 
c an 't w ait upon th a t slow sw ing of 
the pendulum . 
W e m ust have food 
now and we m ust also m ain tain the 
w ar industries. 
We m ust have m en 
to build ships, because w ithout ships 
we will lose, even with food. 
In creas­ 
ed farm labor m u st com e from the 
cities by one of two 
processes— it 
m u st be d rafted by law or it m u st 
be d ra w n by voluntary cooperation be­ 
tw een tow n and country. 
D rafting 
labor by law is not to be tho u g h t of 
un d er p resen t 
conditions, 
although 
th a t is the first thing th a t the m an 
suggests who thin k s superficially. 
If 
the g o vernm ent should so 
far 
en­ 
croach upon m en ’s liberties as to con­ 
sc rip t th em for farm labor it would 
be compelled also, in o rd er 
to 
ac- 
om plish its ends, to seize the farm s 
m d require them to be cultivated ac- 
ording to the gov ern m en t's plan in­ 
stead of th e fa rm e r’s choice, ju s t as 
it requires soldiers to fight according 
to the tactics of the generals in stead 
of the wish of the privates. 
T h e only present relief is for m en 
of th e tow ns dependant upon a g ri­ 
culture to take upon th em selv es the 
responsibility of furnishing from the 
offices, the stores and the shops, the 
able bodied men of farm experience 
needed in periods of stre ss to help the 
farm er cultivate 
and 
h a rv est 
his 
rops. 
Bryan is wholly d ependent up­ 
on the ag riculture of Brazos county 
for its prosperity. 
If Brazos county 
farm ers need m en to chop cotton or 
to pick cotton or to h a rv est w heat It 
is not too m uch to insist th a t the 
husky fellows behind th e 
c o u n te rs 
hall call w om en to th e ir places for 
■liven days of th e week or for a given 
week of the m onth, and go to 
the 
Helds. 
It will not be too m uch to in- 
-ust th a t Bryan close all Its offices 
and stores, if need be, for four days In 
a m onth and fo r one day in every 
week, as the factories e a s t oi 
the 
Mississippi w ere closed recently, in 
o rd er th a t Brazos county m ay do its 
part in w inning the w ar and in feed- 
ng its ow n people, including the peo­ 
ple of Bryan, who prodr.ee nothing 
or them selves. 
It is no* too m uch 
to iu sist th at well-to-do m en d ism iss 
th eir m en se rv an ts and if need 
be 
heir wom en cooks in o rd e r th a t able 
bodied labor m ay be mobilized for 
w ar needs In a g ricu ltu re aud o th er 
industries. 
"T h ere are enough m en to fight th e 
battles, to run the railroads, to m an 
u factu re th e necessary 
supplies, to 
produce th e necessary c ro p s—a n d to 
m ain tain m en se rv an ts to co n trib u te 
to th e luxury of the well-to-do. 
lf we 
are to put a million m en a y e a r iu 
F rance and if th e w ar lasts a s long 
as I believe it will la s t w ithout 
m iracle, we will ultim ately be losing 
by d eath , capture, injury an d disease 
a m inim um of 365,000 m en a 
year. 
F ra n c e an d E ngland lost th a t m any In 
the b attle of the Som m e. 
T h a t m ean s 
one th o u san d m en a day. 
In view of 
this stu p en d o u s an d sickening loss of 
the b ra v est aud best sons of A m erica, 
it alre ad y begius to tak e on the n atu re 
of a c rim e for any w ar in d u stry or 
an y w ar need to lag for lack of men 
w hen th e lack can be supplied 
by 
req u iriu g pool-ball idlers, able-bodied 
m en in a n y b usiness whose places can 
be supplied by wom en, and even well 
to do m en who do not need tho wages. 
to w ork w here and when the need is 
plain. 
" T h e sooner we realise these facts 
th e sooner we will begin to win the 
war, an d if we d ou’t realize th em aud 
a ct upon them we will lose th e war 
W e are n o t required to do any m ore 
th a n o u r forefathers, th e p atriots of 
th e revolution and th e pioneers 
of 
T exas, did with th eir own hands, and 
we are d egenerate sons of noble sires 
if we hesitate, and sacrifice A m erican 
boys in ord er that we m ay enjoy our 
ease."
